ORDINANCE NO. 193

An ordinance levying a special as-
seasment against all real estate situ-
ated in sewer district No. 19, to pay
the cost of construction of the lat-
oral sewer In sald district, and the
oxpenses incidental thereto, and pro-
viding for the payment of sald as-
seasment and providing the means
of collection thereof, and providing
a penalty for fallure to pay the same:
Be it ordalned by the mayor ané
council of the city of Alllance that
whereas, on the Thirtieth day of De-
camber, 1913, the clty council sat as
a board of equalization, to determine
the benefilsa deorived by the lota and
real estate In sewer district No. 18,
by reason of the construction of w
laternl sewer therein, siald meeting
being held after due notice of the
time and place of sald meeting had
been gven as required by law, and
whereas, at snald meeting It wae
found tht among other things, the
special benefiis derived by each ot
in sadd district were uniform and
eoqual; and whereas sald board of
equalization found that each lot ia
sadd sewer district No. 19, was bea-
ofitted to the extent of § 60 pee
front foot, the record of sald board
of equalization, as made st sald
meeting, being herein referred to
and made a part hereof,

Therefore, there Is heroby levied
a special assessment of § .60 per
from foot upon each lot situnted in
sald sewer distriet No. 19, which
levy extended against oach therein
is as follows: 330 each against lote
One to Six Inclusive fo block L, $3¢
each against -lots One to Bix in
block K, $0 each against Yots One
to Nine in block G, all In Sheridan
addition t Alliance, und $30 each
on lots One to Six in block Seven,
$30 each against lots One to Six in
block Four, and $30 each In lote One
tx Nine In Block Three, all in Wy-

 addition to the City of Alli-
ance, Nebraska.

Seption 2 That one-fifth of the
total amount levied against each of
sald lots shall become delinquent da
fifty days ufter this date; one-fifth
in one. year; one-fifth in two years;
one-fifth in three years; and oRle-
¥ikh in four years, and that sach
of the sald installments, except the
first, shall draw interest st the rmte
of 7 por cent, per anpum, from this
date 4ntil the same shall becoms
delirguent, and after the same be-
comes  delinquent, interest st the

lrate of | per cent. per month shall

be paid therson, and such special
tax shall be collected and enforced,
ws In cases of other general taxes,
provided that the entire cost of
such laterul sewer shall be charge-
able to the real estate in sald dis-
trict; and if the owners of such
property shall pay the entire amount
of sald speclul tux within fifty daye
from the date hereof, sald real e
tate shall be exeampt from any lleb
or charge thereof.

Sectlion 3. This ordinunce shall
take effect and be enforced from
and after its passage, approval and
publication, sccording to law.
